Across The Lake By. 
Gas-Loaded Barges. 


70,000 -Gallons of Gasoline 
Taken From Fort 
Myers to Stuart 


A test ruü -of gasoline-loaded 
barges passed through Lake Okeo- 
chobee during the week. The 
barges started from Fort Myers . 
and were using the Lake Okeecho- 
Lee Caloosahátehee waterway, in 
án elfort to prove the feasibility 
cf such transportation. A story 
iin the Fort ‘Myers News-Press 
explains the trip in detail. Tne 
story follows: . 

“Seventy thousand gallons of 
West Const gasoline loaded, in - 
barges will pull out'of Fort Myers 
today behind the good tug ‘Coca 
Cola Kid' for voyage through.the — 
waterway and up the coast-to à “ 
fuckhungry Eastern, Seaboard. . 

"The trip will be a trial run to 
test the practicability of hauling 
gasoline by barge through inshore 
routes to escape U-boáts. Under 
study is a project for hauling gasc 
Oline from the oil fields of the up» 
per gulf to .Fort' Myers through 
shallow waters near the shore. 
Here the gasoline would be londed 
in barges for the rest of the thp. 

“Seven big motor tanker trucks 
bringing 35,000 gallons of gasoline 
rolled into town from Tampa laté . 
yesterday afternoon to finish tho 
job of ioading^the two barges fot 
the trip.
